The

IieVall's Muff .iberat reports it present

iu l'ralrie, and the Arkadelphia Slantinr.l,

in Clark, wh.-r- .1 yet it has MM its

ravages mostly to the grass. The Cam-

den Democrat reports the ecourgo as pres-

ent in large numbers in the vicinity of
Weltsville, in Hempstead county, and

rapidly spreading. Mr. Berry Heard, of
Ouachita, says to the Democrat "that in

his neighborhood the grass worm is at

work, aud he thinks that it has been mis-

taken in lieuistead for the army worm."
Of this same "grass worm" the Arkadel-pi.i- a

Standard of the aid Inst, says
our planting friends in this county
have been very mnch exercised for the
last ten days about a worm that appeared
n their cotton fields about ten days ago.

When they first sppeared they attacked
only the grass, but aitor eating up the
grass they eoosineuced upon the cotton,
aud on some plantations they have done
considerable damage, while 011 others they
have done but very little. This jst is
thus spoken of by the Pes Are Mice of
the 20th: Anew danger now seriously
threatens our farming interest in the shape
of a worm. This section of country has

ala been remarkably free from pests
of'ihis kind, aud the farmers are of dif-lere-nt

opinions as to the kind of worm
now doing so much damage. It is about
one and a half inches ir. length, sDutf

-- dor, with dark stripes on the sides, four
naiall dark spots marking, esch section
011 the uat-ls-

, and lias Hie appearance
of a siuooi'i caterpiller. We are
neither farrior nor naturalist, but
as the caterpillars appeared iu such
great numbers a few weeks ago, stripping
the tres in some places entirely bare; and
as the worms now making such havoc are
so carnivorous as to feed on themselves
when conlined together, we are of opin-

ion that it is a caterpillar-eater- , a worm
bred in Ihc body of a caterpillar, aud
which destroys it. itut whatever Us uauie
may be. it is t'.oiu;; a vast deal of damage
to lb crops, both cotton and corn. When
they appear in a Ueld thev first make a
clean sweep of the grass, aud then begin
on the cotton or corn. We have heard of
several farmers who do not expect to
make one bale of cotton to ten acres.
What the extent of damage may be none
now are able to tell. If the worm is short-live- s

and coiiiiuud to suisll sections, the
dfoaawga May not lie great, but il they last
long enough to spread over the uiitry,
cnttou and late corn will bo almost en-

tirely ruiuod.

The imitation of "oreigu exchange
France shews the number of franca and
centimes to the dollar, and thus the larger
the quotation the lower the price. " Bills
on Pans 4 25" means that five francs and
twenty-fiv- e centimes go to tbe dollar;
"5-2- 1 a quotation five centimes higher,
iv cause oulv twenty centimes are re
quired with ibe five" franca.
